When to these embarrassments ‘are added the 
excructating music, the discomfait attending thé 
dense crowds, and the universal confusion which 
Is nn invariable concomitant of a Chinese 
theatre, itis not strange that these represcntas 
Hons have for Westerners very few attractions, 
alter. the first glance has satisfied curlosity, 
This indifference on our part fs almost unintetlt. 
gible to the Chinese. That a foreign traveller, 
who is told of a theatre {n full blast at the town 
at which he expects to’ spend the night, should 
feel no joy but should deliberately push on so 
as to avoid spending the night at that place— 
this is-to the Chinese profoundly {ncomprehen- 
sible, With the excepiton of a few large cities, 
the Chinese have no theatre {n our sense of the 
term,. provided, with seats, and enclosed by walls .
